THE U. S. SENATE COMMITTEE 

The Senate L'oiiiniiltee to eiKptire into 
the coniiuercial relations between tbo 
United .States and Canadiv visited St.' 
I'aul a few day.sago. The I'ionser I're.ss 
bxi.s not .seem imicli ini]iresseil witli 
its fairness or its desire to arrive at llie 
truth. It says : — 

"The tenor of its questioning was 
ertainly such us to create uu impression 
hat it is hoatili! to the alwUtion of. any 
I estraiiit.s on trade between the United 
Statea and Canada, and that it is not so 
uuicb in search of information to be uacil 
in forming an opinion, as of facts or in- 
ferences that may leiul support lo one 
ttlrea<iy formeil. " 

If this was the spirit with which il 
ntered into the enqtdry at St. I'anl 
they must have been somewhat discoiir- 
iged Hy what they lieard. Nearly 
'•veryone who was examined by the com- 
nittee was in favor of closer commercial 
intercourse lielweeii tbe two countries 
uliaii that which now txiat.s. They ad 
vocatetl the renussion of the duties on 
I 'anadinn' wheat, butler and timber. 
I'hey were strongly opposed to any ob- 
stacle being (daced ill the way of ('aim- 
iliaii railroads iloing business witli t he 
(Juited .States. They considered lliat 
the (.'anadiai. roails saved tlicni from 
lieing oppressed by combinations of 
United Stales roads. On this subject 
all the witnesses were very emphatic. 
The secretary said, of the "Soo" road - 
That it WHS the one tranaeontiiienlal 
line which did not pa8,s round the south- 
t'l-n end of bake Afichigiiu, and was 
therefore a peculiarly northwestern 
Kiad, l)ayiug no tribute to Chicago. It 
would be a gieat equalizer among llie 
laiboiida. He thought that, generally, 
il would be free from transcontinental 
'iombiuatioiis, and oven if not as the 
Western feeder of the Canadian I'acilic 
and tbe Graud Trunk, it wmild naiue 
the rateson east-bound froiglit.
